Turn  right  at  the  f 
major  intersection  (you  will  be  facing  "Old  Stone  Bank"), 
continue  straight  across,  turning  left  on  South  Main  St.   You 
second  right  is  College  St.  (a  steep  hill).   Drive  up  the  hil 
crossing  Benefit  St.   John  Hay  Library  is  at  the  top  of  the  h 
on  your  left;  Rockefeller  Library  is  at  the  top  of  the  hill  o 
your  right.   Parking  is  available  in  the  lot  directly  behind 
Rockefeller  Library.   Half  way  up  the  second  block  of  College 
Street,  before  reaching  the  top  of  the  hi  IV,  turn  right  into 
parking  lot.

From  the  East :   Interstate  195  from  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford. 
As  you  cross  the  Washington  Bridge  into  Providence,  keep  to  the 
right.

*  NELINET  MUSIC  USERS  GROUP  MEETING  * 
*  JUNE  7,  1984  * 

The  College  of  the  Holy  Cross  in  Worces- 
ter, MA,  was  the  site  of  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  NELINET  Music  Users  Group  on  June  7th. 
The  program  began,  in  spite  of  background  con- 
struction noises,  with  a  description  of  events 
at  the  Music  OCLC  Users  Group/Online  Audio- 
visual Catalogers  joint  meeting  (Dublin,  OH, 
April  30-May  1)  by  those  members  who  had  atten- 
ded:  Joe  Scott  (UConn) ,  Jean  Morrow  (NEC), 
Kathryn  Burnett  (Smith) ,  and  Dawn  Thistle 
(Holy  Cross).   Jean's  report  of  that  meeting 
appeared  in  the  June  1984  NEMLA  Newsletter. 

Robert  Cunningham  (NELINET)  then  reported 
on  "what's  New  at  OCLC."  The  news  included 
the  ENHANCE  authorizations,  delays  in  loading 
LC  MARC  music  tapes,  and  developments  in  the 
new  Micro  Enhancers.   All  present  resolved  to 
write  to  Mr.  Tom  Sanville,  Director,  Marketing 
and  Users  Services  Division  at  OCLC  to  urge 
OCLC  to  load  the  MARC  music  tapes  as  soon  as 
possible. 

The  featured  presentation  of  the  morning 
was  given  by  Ethel  Bacon  (Hartt  School  of 
Music)  and  Robert  Cunningham.   Robert  began  by 
describing  the  NELINET  conversion  process. 
The  Hartt  conversion  involved  approximately 
22,000  titles- -monographs,  scores,  sound 
recordings  and  microforms.   All  searching  was 
done  during  off-peak  hours,  and  the  project 
was  completed  in  15  weeks.   Fourteen  to  24 
titles  were  searched  per  hour,  and  ten  to 
sixteen  records  were  updated  per  hour.   The 
hit  rate  was  75%  for  the  18,656  titles 
searched,  and  Robert  stressed  that  NELINET  was 
very  conservative  in  determining  matches. 
AACR2  changes  were  made  based  on  the  LC  Name 
Authority  File  to  11%  of  the  total;   uniform 
titles  were  not  updated. 

Ethel  told  of  the  project  from  the  music 
librarian's  perspective.   Concerned  with  the 
shelf  list,  she  had  the  cards  microfilmed 
prior  to  sending  the  drawers  to  NELINET.   This 
provided  a  usable  interim  shelf  list  and  a 
complete  record  of  what  had  been  sent.   Ethel 
kept  a  detailed  log  of  changes,  corrections, 
pencil  notes,  and  new  materials  to  be  added 
to  the  shelflist  cards  when  they  returned  from 
NELINET.  A  system  of  card  markings  was  also 
devised  to  keep  track  of  problems  encountered 
by  NELINET,  original  cataloging  to  be  done,  and 
uniform  titles  to  be  updated.   Ethel  spoke  with 
great  humor  and  seemed  pleased  with  the  results 
of  the  conversion  which  had  only  just  been 
completed. 

After  lunch  Dawn  Thistle  demonstrated  the 
Holy  Cross  online  catalog.   This  catalog 
allows  students,  faculty,  and  staff  to  search 


the  library's  holdings  from  the  past  eleven 
years,  by  name,  title,  subject,  or  call  number. 
(Combination  name/title  searches  are  not  pos- 
sible.)  Truncated  searching  is  a  useful  fea- 
ture, especially  in  light  of  AACR2  name 
changes.   There  are  three  formats:   brief,     i 
long,  and  full,  enabling  the  user  to  see  as 
little  as  one  line  of  bibliographic  informa- 
tion or  as  much  as  all  cataloging  up  to  the 
tracings.   Use  of  a  printer  terminal  can 
result  in  an  immediate  copy  of  a  bibliography 
on  the  searched  topic.  While  there  are  still 
many  problems  with  using  the  system,  especially 
!for  the  music  collection,  it  is  greatly 
'appreciated  by  the  college  community  and  pro- 
vides the  library  with  a  very  visible  use  of 
its  OCLC  archival  tapes. 

Robert  Cunningham  again  took  the  floor  to 
demonstrate  the  M300  Workstation.   Although 
phone  line  difficulties  made  it  impossible  to 
show  all  its  capabilities,  Robert  was  able  to 
show  some  of  the  demonstration  software.   He 
discussed  the  future  capabilities  of  the  cat- 
aloging micro  enhancer  and  provided  several 
very  useful  handouts  covering  software,  hard- 
ware, and  telecommunications  utilities. 

After  a  brief  business  meeting,  the 
session  was  adjourned.
